A FIREFIGHTER boss has called the 
Quality Nut Ltd blaze the ‘biggest fire in 
12 months’. 

Group manager Luke Hodson, 46, 
Northampton, was among the 90 offic¬ 
ers called to help at Cavalry Hill 
Industrial Park in Weedon at 3.24am 
yesterday. 

Luke, who has been in the fire service 
for nearly 30 years, also said it was the 
worst thing to have happened to the 
factory. 

He said: “I have seen some very big 
fires and this was a very significant 
one. 

“It’s definitely the biggest in 
Northampton in the last 12 months.” 

“The factory warehouse has been 
completely destroyed and the roof of 
the main warehouse has completely 
collapsed. 

“We believe that the large fire started 
in the main warehouse and then spread 
quickly throughout the building. 

“We stopped the fire from entering 
the office adjacent to the property. 

“Computers and documents have 
been safely removed from the office. 

“We were able to mitigate the damage 
in as far as the smoke getting into the 
atmosphere and stopping water in the 
river from being contaminated. 

“We have made sure there is minimal 
road closures and next-door business

“We have done everything we can to 
make sure it doesn’t impact on the 
community.”

He added: “It’s the biggest and most 
dramatic thing to ever happen to them. 

“I’m just pleased we were able to 
recover the offices for them.” 

Luke also confirmed that some offic¬ 
ers had been on the scene since receiv¬ 
ing the call this morning.

Mr Witheyman said: “A 
teaching assistant who 
lives in the village heard 
the fire crackling during 
the blaze.

I have spoken 
to the fire bri¬ 
gade for an 
update and they 
have said we 
cannot allow the 
children outside 
today. 

“The kids would 
rather be outside.”

Impact of Lakes 
plan worries NBC

REDEVLOPMENT of the 
Grosvenor Centre ‘would not 
go ahead’ if a retail complex 
in Rushden was given the go- 
ahead, an inquiry was told. 

At the opening of the 12-day 
public inquiry into the pro¬ 
posed £50 million Rushden 
lakes development, planning 
inspector Harold Stephens 
heard from those for and 
against the complex. 

Corby, Kettering and 
Northampton borough coun¬ 
cils have created a consorti¬ 
um against it, claiming it 
would impact on their town 
centres. 

Legal & General, the owner 
of the Grosvenor Centre, 
believes the development 
wold stop them redeveloping. 


Morag Ellis, QC for the con¬ 
sortium of councils, said: 
“Legal & General have made 
clear that the development of 
the Grosvenor Centre will not 
go ahead if Rushden Lakes 
does. 

“That long-established 
scheme is critical to the regen¬ 
eration of Northampton town 
centre.” 

While Russell Harris, QC for 
L&G, said: “The alleged bene¬ 
fits do not come close to out 
weighing the harm it would 
cause.” 

Before the hearing began, 
leader of Northampton 
Borough Council David mack¬ 
intosh told the Herald & Post 
that Rushden Lakes would 
take 18 per cent of trade from 
the town. 

Christopher Katkowski said: 


“The objections made by the 
opposing authorities are 
depressing, even bewilder¬ 
ing.” 

He added: “There is no 
sound evidence to substanti¬ 
ate that any retailer who 
would come to Rushden Lakes 
would do so instead of going 
to one of those town centres, 
or that a single shop would 
close in any of them because 
of Rushden Lakes, or that 
redevelopment in any of them, 
for example, L&G’s nebulous 
extension to the Grosvenor 
Centre in Northampton, 
would not happen because of 
Rushden Lakes but would pro¬ 
ceed without it.”

THE parents of a four-year- 
old boy crushed by a falling 
mantlepiece have spoken of 
their distress at having to 
wait almost eight years for 
justice to be brought. 

Matthew Green was killed 
when the poorly-installed 
fireplace fell on him at his 
home in Coulthard Close, 
Towcester. 

Dave and Gail Green 
bought their house, built by 
Persimmon Homes, in 2003 
and Matthew was tragically 


killed two years later. 

A case against Persimmon 
was dropped in April this 
year. 

Yesterday, contractor 
Kristian Childs was fined for 
breaching health and safety 
after failing to install the 
fireplace correctly. 

In a statement, they said: 

“We have had to wait nearly 
eight years for the matter to 
eventually be finalised 
through the court which is, 
in our opinion, far too long 


to prolong the suffering and 
distress to our family. 

“Nothing will bring 
Matthew back, but we want 
to ensure that something is 
done to prevent incidents 
like this happening to any 
other child in the future.” 

They said two children had 
been killed in similar inci¬ 
dents, elsewhere, since and 
felt that if this had been dealt 
with more ‘promptly' at least 
one of these ‘needless' deaths 
may have been prevented.

Insecure mantel 
fell and killed boy

A BOSS must pay £10,000 
after his company installed a 
fireplace which fell and killed 
a child. 

Kristian Childs, of KD Childs 
Stonework, was yesterday 
sentenced following the death 
of Matthew Green in October 
2008. 

The four-year-old boy was in 
the living room at his home in 
Coulthard Close, Towcester, 
when the 47kg mantel from 
the fireplace fell on him. 

He was airlifted to 
Northampton General 
Hospital but tragically died 
from a blunt chest wound. 

A subsequent investigation 
by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE), which 
brought the prosecution, 
found that Childs had secured 
the mantel with small patches 
of mortar rather than 
mechanical fixings. 

After the incident, house¬ 
builder Persimmon Homes, 
who sub-contracted Childs, 
found 21 fireplaces, of the 
1,600 his company installed, 
were ‘defective’. 

Childs was aware that two 
other fireplaces he had 
installed before the Green’s 
were found to be insecure. 


Mark Harris, in mitigation, 
said: “Mr Childs wishes to 
make it very clear that he sin¬ 
cerely regrets that this inci¬ 
dent occurred and that 
Matthew Green tragically 
died as a result of failings. 

“He offers his unreserved 
and sincere apologies to Mr 
and Mrs Green and to their 
family and friends.” 

Kristian Childs, 42, of Luton, 
pleaded guilty to breaching 
Section 3(1) of the Health and 
Safety at Work etc Act 1974 
last April.

Northampton Crown Court, 
told Childs he must pay a fine 
of £7,500, costs of £2,500 and a 
£15 victim surcharge. 

He said: “I make it perfectly 
clear that any fine cannot, 
and is not, a measure of the 
life of Matthew Green. 

“To anyone who knew him 
his life was perfectly beyond 
value. I have to have regard to 
this defendant’s available 
income.” 

Alan Craddock, from HSE’s 
Midlands said: “He was well 
aware of the risks of falling 
fireplaces yet failed to take 
the correct steps to ensure the 
fireplace he fitted at Coulthard 
Close was safe, with appalling 
consequences.”

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Pensioner forced 
to sleep on couch

A DISABLED pensioner who 
has spent the past six months 
sleeping on her downstairs 
sofa has now had a home 
insurance claim to fix a leak¬ 
ing roof rejected. 

Rita Glithero, 71, says she 
discovered the leaks in 
November and claims she 
reported it to Co-operative 
Insurance, who she has been 
with for more than 15 years. 

She said: “I contacted them 
and they asked me to get two 
estimates, but only one per¬ 
son got back to me.” 

Emergency leak repairs were 
undertaken for free by a fam¬ 
ily friend, in the hopes that he 
would be given work by the 
Co-op after investigation. 

Rita added: “I didn’t get back 
to them because I only had 
one estimate and I am respon¬ 
sible for my two disabled sons. 

“It made it very difficult to 
find time to chase people up. 

“I’ve paid my money over all 
these years so that if some¬ 
thing happens I’m covered. 

“One night the plaster col¬ 
lapsed because of how damp 
the wall had become.” 

Disabled son Chris, 38, has 
spent the last six months 
sleeping on the living room 
floor. 

Rita added: “He doesn’t want 
to leave me alone because it’s 
where daddy died.” 

Co-op rejected the claim 
after bedroom damage was 
investigated by a loss adjustor. 

Since being contacted by 
The Herald and Post the 
Co-op has now promised an 
independent senior loss 
adjustor will review Rita’s 
claim as a ‘priority’. 

A spokesman said: “We were 
first contacted by Mrs 
Glithero’s local councillor 
Tony Ansell in February, after 
he noticed damage inside her 
property, which he believed 
may have been caused by a 


recent storm. As is standard 
in these types of claims, we 
sent a loss adjuster to review 
the damage (loss adjusters are 
experts are working out the 
root cause of property dam¬ 
age) and after a thorough 
investigation he concluded 
that it was not as a result of 


storm, and it appeared that 
the damage had been occur¬ 
ring over a significant period 
of time. Mrs Glithero’s insur¬ 
ance policy does cover her for 
damage as a result of a storm 
but, as is standard with home 
insurance, doesn’t cover for 
general wear and tear.”

This announcement 
comes on the back of the 
company recently announc¬ 
ing profits of £3.7 million for 
2012 due to increased sales, 
improved productivity and 
a reduced cost base. 

Unite members working at 
Fairline recently rejected by 
99% an offer from the com¬ 
pany to reduce earnings by 
up to £2380 for production 
staff.

Ancient civilizations were known to 
set a variety of foods in the sun to 
dry in order to preserve them for 
later use, Today, we usually buy our 
tasty jams at our local supermarket, 
maybe at a farmers market or a 
country farm shop, 


Jams are usually made from the pulp 
and juice of one fruit, rather than a 
combination of several. They set 
because of the action of pectin, a 
substance in fruit, when cooked with 
sugar and acid (in the fruit), thickens 
and then gels, 




Strawberry Jam 

Steven Doherty, Head Chef at Lakeland’s 
First Floor Cafe in Windermere, has come 
up with this delicious jam recipe for you to 
try this summer. 

Makes six 454g (1 lb) jars 
INGREDIENTS 

2kg (41b) strawberries, small, firm and just ripe 
100ml (etbsp) lemon juice 

or 250ml (Vapt) red currant juice 
1,75kg (8>Sb) sugar, warmed on a baking tray in 
the oven 

INSTRUCTIONS 

O Hull the strawberries, put a handful into a 
preserving pan and crush them, 

0 Add the rest of the fruit and the lemon or red 
currant juice. 

0 Put in the warmed sugar, heat and stir slowly to 
draw out the juice and dissolve the sugar, 

© Boil quickly until the setting point is reached, 

0 Skim if necessary and let the jam cool until a skin 
forms on the surface, Stir gently, 

© Pour into sterilised jars and seal.

O Always use fruit that is in peak 
condition, preferably under ripe - 
pectin content will be at its best.

Redcurrant Jelly 

INGREDIENTS 

1 kg of currants 
1 kg of sugar 

INSTRUCTIONS 

© Pick through the currants, removing stalks and 
bad currants, 

0 Lightly bruise the currants, but don’t mash them, 
0 Put the currants and sugar into a preserving pan, 
bring to the boil and stir well. 

© Once all the sugar has dissolved, continue 
boiling for about 8 minutes until the jelly is clear and 
thickened, 

0 Empty the contents of the pan into a Jelly Strainer 
and allow to drip through into a bowl, 

0 Pour into clean jars, pre-warmed to prevent them 
cracking, Cover with waxed discs if needed and seal 
while still hot. 



© Always sterilise jam jars - wash 
thoroughly in soapy water, rinse, dry 
and then warm in the oven. Warm jars 
will not crack when filled with hot jam. 

0 A small nob of butter rubbed at the 
bottom of the preserving pan will 
prevent skins sticking and scum 
forming. 


Rhubarb & Ginger Jam 

Makes five 454g (1 lb) jars 
INGREDIENTS 

1,5kg (31b) rhubarb, young and tender 
1,5kg (31b) sugar 

25g (1 oz) root ginger, tied in muslin 
3 lemons 

125g (4oz) crystallised ginger, chopped 

INSTRUCTIONS 

© Trim both ends of the rhubarb stalks but do not 
peel, 

0 Cut into short pieces and layer up with the sugar 
in a mixing bowl. Cover and leave overnight to draw 
out the juice. 

0 The following day, put into a preserving pan with 
the root ginger, the grated zest and strained juice from 
the lemons. 

© Simmer until pulpy, stirring occasionally to prevent 
burning, 

0 Remove the root ginger, stir in the crystallised 
ginger and then boil until the jam thickens to a soft 
set, 

0 To obtain a stiffer set, add 250ml (l^pt) of thick 
apple or red current juice, boil and finish as above. 

0 Pour into sterilised jars and seal. 


Use a long handled wooden spoon for 
scimming, 

Fill the jars well up into the necks, as 
the jam will shrink as it cools. 



Blackberry 
& Apple Jam 

Makes sufficient for 4 x 500ml Kilner Jars 
INGREDIENTS 

1 kg blackberries 
375g cooking apples, 
peeled and sliced 
360ml water 
1,3kg granulated sugar 

INSTRUCTIONS 

© Prepare the jars by 

washing in soapy water and rinsing well. 

0 Put the blackberries and 180ml of the water in a 
pan, bring to the boil then reduce heat and simmer 
until soft, 

0 Put the apples and the remaining water into 
a large pan, bring to the boil then reduce heat and 
simmer until soft, 

© Add the sugar and blackberries to the pan of 
apples and cook over a low heat, stirring constantly, 
until the sugar has completely dissolved. Increase the 
heat and boil rapidly for 25 minutes, taking care not to 
allow the mixture to boil over, 

0 Reduce the heat and test by placing half a 
teaspoon of mixture onto a very cold saucer, let it cool 
and then push with your finger. If the surface crinkles 
it is ready. If not, boil for a further 5 minutes and test 
again. 

0 Sterilise the jars (not the lids) in boiling water, and 
fill with jam before they cool down. Leave 1-2cm of 
space at the top, and immediately place on the wax- 
seal disc. Position the outer metal band over the disc 
and tighten. 

0 Store in a cool, dry, dark place.

Alfa Romeo MiTo 

This week's test drive

I don’t think it’s unfair to say that the Alfa Romeo 
Milo isn’t best served by a 78bhp 1.4-litre eight- 
valve engine. While that assertion might sound ini¬ 
tially damning, it’s worth putting in context. This car 
is excellent value for money, being a more special 
place to sit than many comparatively priced rivals. 
The new trim structure makes sense and putting a 
bit of daylight between the entry-level engine and 
the 105bhp 1.4 TB MultiAir also makes solid sense. 
The 1.4-litre 8v model has replaced the old 95bhp 
sixteen-valve unit, which operated a little too close 
to the 105bhp MultiAir version for comfort. A ret¬ 
rograde step? In terms of straight line speed, quite 
possibly as the eight-valve car now reaches 60mph 
from standstill in 12.7 seconds compared to the old 
sixteen-valve’s 10.9 second showing. It’s still good 
fun to punt round a corner though.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

White happy to be 
back at Northants

CAMERON White is pleased to be 
back with Northamptonshire 
Steelbacks and hopes to build on 
an early appearance for the club 
in the first Friends Life t20 game 
against Gloucestershire 

Gladiators at the County Ground 
tomorrow night. 

The Australian batsman is repris¬ 
ing the role as one of the county’s 
two permitted overseas players for 
the Twenty20 competition 
Richard Levi being the other - hav¬ 
ing done so last year where he was 
their highest runs scorer with 228, 
including two half-centuries. 

But while it was personally suc¬ 
cessful for White, Northants fin¬ 
ished bottom of the Midlands/ 
Wales/West table with just one 
win. Nevertheless, the former 
Australia T20 captain was happy to 
return. 

“I’m definitely looking forward to 
it,” said White. “I really enjoyed 
myself here last year; the results 
probably weren’t what the team 
was after, but it was an enjoyable 
time and it’s nice to be back. 

“It wasn’t ideal on the ground, but 
I had a good time and that’s why 
I’m back here. The boys are playing 
really good white ball cricket, espe¬ 
cially over the last five matches. I 
had a good hit-out on Monday and 
hopefully we can really build on 
that into the Twenty20 campaign.” 

White gave a glimpse of what fans 
can expect in Monday night’s 
Yorkshire Bank 40 win over 
Worcestershire Royals - the high¬ 
light of his innings being when he 
pulled Gareth Andrew over square 
leg for six before being dismissed 
for 24. 



He was able to play due to the 
Steelbacks having no overseas 
player following Trent Copeland’s 
departure. White may also yet fea¬ 
ture in Northants’ LV= County 
Championship Division Two game 
at home to Lancashire next month, 
which comes after the first three 
games of the FLt20. 

The 29-year-old’s return to the 
County Ground has been a big 
boost to the squad and limited 
overs captain Alex Wakely is 
pleased to have White back. 

“He an unbelievable player, he 
has captained Australia and I know 


as a captain I can always call on 
him if he is needed,” said Wakely. 
“He played brilliantly for us last 
year and if he can do the same, and 
if a couple of people can stick with 
him, there is no reason we can’t do 
quite well.” 

White’s record with the bat - he 
has scored over 3,000 domestic 
Twenty20 runs with a strike rate of 
130.69 - makes him in-demand in 
the various T20 competitions 
around the world. 

He has also featured in county 
cricket for Somerset and has been a 
regular in the Indian Premier 


League, playing for Royal 
Challengers Bangalore, Deccan 
Chargers and, most recently, new 
franchise Sunrisers Hyderabad. 

“It’s part of the modern day crick¬ 
eter, especially if you’re playing a 
lot of Twenty20,” said White. “It’s 
enjoyable; you get to experience a 
whole range of not only conditions 
but off-field experiences as well. It 
holds me in good stead, especially 
from a cricket point of view. 

“Getting used to the conditions is 
just part of playing all around the 
world these days. You have to adapt 
and do it pretty quickly.” 


Ripley wants Steelbacks batsmen to fire 


DAVID Ripley is looking for the 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks 
batting order to provide more 
support to Cameron White as the 
county bid to improve their form 
in Twenty20 cricket. 

White led the way for the 
Steelbacks with 228 runs during 
an otherwise dismal Friends Life 
t20 campaign in 2012 which saw 
Northamptonshire finish bottom 
of their group and win just one 
game. 

The Australian batsman was 
given a run-out in Monday’s 
Yorkshire Bank 40 win over 
Worcestershire Royals, but was 
upstaged by centurion Kyle 
Coetzer and Alex Wakely as they 
put on a third wicket stand of 121. 
Head coach Ripley want to see 
more of that in the game’s short¬ 


est format. 

“He [White] virtually carried us 
last year,” said Ripley. “Alex made 
some contributions, but it was 
virtually Cameron’s one man 
show trying to get us to totals. He 
did his part, but we kind of let 
him down really. 

“We’ve got more guys that can 
put their hands up and give him a 
hand, I think we’re playing better 
but I think [the injured] Rob 
Newton is a bit of a miss for us. 

“I hope we can show a bit more 
to Cam, and it was nice on 
Monday for him to see us playing 
a bit of cricket, and we think his 
experience will be very valuable 
to us.” 

The seven-wicket win on 
Monday continued Northants’ 
excellent form in the YB40, 


extending their winning streak in 
the competition to five games and 
putting them second in Group A. 

Coetzer, who finished unbeaten 
on 105, and limited overs skipper 
Wakely both drew praise from 
Ripley for their contributions. 

“Alex has been in good form 
throughout the competition, 
more or less,” said Ripley. “He got 
a magnificent hundred against 
Kent, got runs at Arundel [against 
Sussex] and his one-day form and 
game is in a very good place. 

“I think he’s a very destructive 
player and a very consistent one- 
day player. It was nice for Kyle 
because we go on about hundreds 
in one-day cricket and we’ve had 
a shortage of them amongst our 
top four, and I’m really pleased 
for him to get one.” 


The performance of the 
Steelbacks’ bowlers, backed up by 
some tight fielding, has also been 
a factor in them turning around 
their previously wretched form in 
limited overs cricket. 

The renaissance has led to opti¬ 
mism they may be able to com¬ 
pete for a place in the knock-out 
stages of this year’s FLt20 as well. 

“We’ve got some momentum 
going and I think that’s impor¬ 
tant,” said Ripley. “If you’re play¬ 
ing well you get used to winning 
games and that experience is with 
you. 

“You can take that into the next 
game and we’ve done that four 
times on the bounce in the field, 
and it was nice to chase a score 
and win a game slightly different¬ 
ly.” 
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Hamilton hopes for 
British GP victory

LEWIS Hamilton is aiming to 
replicate his 2008 triumph at 
the British Grand Prix when 
the Formula One circus makes 
its annual visit to Silverstone 
this weekend. 

The British racer, whose 
Mercedes team are based just 
down the road in Brackley, 
clinched victory in the wet at 
the Northamptonshire circuit 
en route to what to date is his 
only world title while driving 
for McLaren. 

Hamilton comes into the 
race sitting fourth in the driv¬ 
ers’ standings, with his third 
place in Canada three weeks 
ago being his third podium 
finish of the 2013 season. He 
would like nothing more than 
to get his first race win for 
Mercedes in his home race. 

“Winning the British Grand 
Prix in 2008 was an incredible 
moment for me,” said 
Hamilton. “I’ve been aiming to 
repeat it every year since and 
I’d love to win my second race 
at Silverstone. 

“We have a good car this year 
so I hope we can do it and it 
would be great to make the 
team proud at my home race. 

“Silverstone is so special for 
the British drivers and the 
weekend is made by the amaz¬ 
ing support from our home 
fans. The atmosphere, the 
flags flying around the circuit 
and just seeing everyone sup¬ 
porting us really does lift you.” 

Although British drivers have 
a higher rate of success in their 
home race than other nation¬ 
alities in their respective 
events, Hamilton is the only 
one to win at Silverstone since 


David Coulthard’s back-to- 
back wins in 1999 and 2000. 

With Mercedes having put 
behind them the recent con¬ 
troversy over them testing 
tyres for Pirelli, which resulted 
in the FIA banning them from 
next month’s young driver test, 
the 28-year-old can focus on 
the race. 

He represents the best 
chance of a home victory, with 
former team mate Jenson 
Button struggling in a wretch¬ 
ed McLaren and rookie Max 
Chilton still learning the ropes 
at backmarkers Marussia. 

The other Briton on the grid, 
Paul di Resta, wants to contin¬ 
ue the form which has seen 
him score points for 
Silverstone-based Sahara 
Force India in all bar one race 
this season. 

“With the way our car is 
working these tyres at the 
moment, we are looking really 
healthy,” said di Resta. “I 
believe this car is the best 
we’ve ever had and everyone in 
the team is working hard to 
squeeze even more perfor¬ 
mance from it. 

“The key for Silverstone is to 
hopefully get three successful 
days in a row on Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday. That’s 
what we did in Bahrain and it 
paid off. If we can do it at 
Silverstone, then hopefully we 
can make a big impact.” 

The action at the sharp end of 
the grid is once again likely to 
be dominated by the battle for 
the title between defending 
World Champion Sebastian 
Vettel and Ferrari racer 
Fernando Alonso. 

Vettel’s Red Bull team-mate 
Mark Webber will also fancy 
his chances again, with the 
Australian winning two of the 
last three races here. 


Cameron is fighting fit after career doubts 


BOXING 

CHANTELLE Cameron has thanked King’s 
Heath ABC head coach Arthur Daly for helping 
her get back to her best after fearing her boxing 
career was over following four months of being 
ravaged by injury and illness. 

The Northampton lightweight has been out of 
the ring since last October, having suffered a 
back injury before being stricken with a bout of 
chicken pox and then diagnosed with anemia. 

There were times when Great Britain boxer 
Cameron thought it would mean the end for her 
aspirations in the sport, but the support from 
her amateur club coach helped her through and 
she is feeling ready to challenge once more. 

“Arthur has been my rock,” said Cameron. 
“We’ve been training one-on-one, and he just 


keeps talking to me and has a word in my ear if I 
come into the gym doing things half-hearted. 

“It has been terrible. I was struggling on my 
runs and my body couldn’t do what I wanted it 
to. It was frustrating because I didn’t know what 
was wrong with me and I thought it was going to 
be the end of my career. 

“Now when I’m working on the bags I’m seeing 
them more like an opponent and I’m feeling 
much more like the old Chantelle. The others 
need to watch out.” 

Aside from a brief spell working with another 
Northampton trainer, Lee Ryan, Cameron has 
been coached by Daly since swapping kickbox¬ 
ing for the Queensbury Rules in 2009. 

The 22-year-old was crowned ABAE Champion 
in 2010 at her first attempt, as well as winning 
silver at the EU Championships in the same year 


and following that up with bronze at the same 
tournament in 2011. 

But last year proved to be a difficult one for 
Cameron. She missed out on selection for the 
Olympic Games in London and has not fought 
since coming third at the Tammer Tournament 
in Finland last year. 

Cameron hopes to be back in ring for the new 
season in September, with qualifying for next 
year’s Commonwealth Games in Glasgow and 
the 2016 Olympics in Rio now the target. 

“Missing out on the Olympics was heartbreak¬ 
ing, but it made me realise how much I wanted 
it,” said Cameron. “After the heartbreak of that, 
I don’t want to miss it again.”

ALEX Wakely has vowed that the 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks 
batsmen will show no fear in this 
year’s Friends Life t20 ahead of the 
opening match of the tournament 
at home to Gloucestershire 
Gladiators tomorrow night. 

The addition of big-hitting South 
African opener Richard Levi, who 
was confirmed yesterday as filling 
the second overseas player spot, to 
a side which also contains return¬ 
ing Australian batsman Cameron 
White means Northants go into the 
Twenty20 competition with a 
potent line-up. 

Northants limited overs skipper 
Wakely is himself no slouch in the 
shortest format of the game, having 
a strike rate of 113.57, and wants the 
Steelbacks to go on the attack as 
they look to put the FLt20 failures 
of the past two seasons behind 
them. 

“It’s a chance for us to try a few 
shots and we’ve got no fear of fail¬ 
ure - that’s the big thing for me,” 
said Wakely. “In the past we’ve been 
a little bit scared and haven’t played 
the big shots, but I think you’re 
going to see a different team this 
year because we’re playing shots 
we haven’t before. 

“There is a lot going on, you’ve got 
a big crowd, there are people 
screaming and shouting, and it’s a 
load of fun. But at the end of the day 
it’s professional sport and the guys 
know this. 

“Nicky Boje, when he was here, 
was very big about staying calm all 
of the time, and 20 overs is still 
quite a long time. It’s a lot longer 


than you think and we’d rather get 
through the 20 than get bowled out 
in 17.” 

Northants have been impressive 
in 2013, topping Division Two of the 
LV= County Championship and 
moving to second in Group A of the 
Yorkshire Bank 40 after cantering 
to a seven-wicket victory over 
Worcestershire Royals on Monday 
night. 

Wakely is optimistic they can 
carry over that form and be com¬ 
petitive in the FLt20 as well, having 


struggled for form in the past two 
seasons. 

“We were a bit embarrassing last 
year in the Twenty20, but we’ve got 
a good record here [at the County 
Ground] and we got to finals day 
not too long ago,” said Wakely.
